Seed  Analysis  Report— 1964

The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  is  essentially  a  law  to  regulate  the  labeling  of  agri- 
cultural (including  trees,  shrubs  and  mixtures)  and  vegetable  seeds  that  are  offered 
or  exposed  for  sale  or  transported  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  majority  of  people, 
when  they  buy  a  product  of  any  kind,  usually  take  into  consideration  the  quality. 
This  should  also  be  true  when  buying  seed.  If  a  person  is  interested  in  growing  a 
good  crop  or  a  lawn  he  should  be  concerned  with  quality,  if  only  concerned  with  a 
mediocre  crop  or  lawn,  then  disregard  the  quality.  The  seed  label  is  a  sure  way  of 
telling  the  quality  of  the  seed,  especially  if  it  is  certified  seed. 

In  the  ordinary  distribution  of  commercial  seedthe  buyer  accepts  the  information 
indicated  on  the  tag  as  to  variety  and  source,  while  with  certified  seed  the  variety 
and  origin  can  be  traced.  Field  inspection  of  the  growing  crop,  sampling,  laboratory 
analysis  and  proper  labeling  of  the  seed  is  the  best  assurance  of  good  quality  seed 
of  known  purity,  germination  and  heredity.  Certified  seed  doesn't  cost — it  pays! 

Each  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Seed  Act,  inspectors  visit  seed  vendors 
throughout  the  State.  Seed  that  is  offered  for  sale  is  examined  for  proper  labeling 
requirements  and  samples  are  drawn  for  examination  and  testing  in  the  Seed  Labo- 
ratory. This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  Seed  Control  Program  from 
October  l,  1963  to  June  30,  1964. 

During  the  inspection  program,  lots  of  seed  that  are  incorrectly  labeled  are 
placed  under  a  "Stop  Sale"  until  correctly  labeled  or  destroyed.  Lots  of  seed  that 
are  tested  in  the  seed  laboratory  and  found  to  be  mislabeled  are  also  placed  under 
"Stop  Sale".  During  the  inspection  period  covered  by  this  report  a  total  of  319  lots 
of  seed  were  placed  under  "Stop  Sale"  for  various  reasons. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  inspectors  collected  the  following 
number  of  samples: 

1251  samples  of  agricultural  seeds,  of  which  8.7% were  illegal  for  sale; 
202  samples  of  mixtures  of  agricultural  seeds,  of  which  50.9%  were  illegal  for 
sale; 

795  samples  of  vegetable  seeds,  of  which  5.l%were  illegal  for  sale; 
15  samples  of  tree  and  shrub  seeds,  of  which  33. 3%  were  illegal  for  sale.

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Tables  I,  II,  and  III  mention  technical  violations  and  Table  IV  has  them  listed  by 
companies.  The  following  are  considered  technical  violations  in  this  report:  Not 
using  complete  kind  names;  improper  terms  for  variety  names;  use  of  improper 
labeling  terms;  use  of  abbreviations  of  kind  and  variety  names;  illegal  treatment 
tags;  illegible  tags;  analysis  not  totaling  100%,  and  lack  of  required  information, 
such  as:  lot  number,  origin  when  required,  terms  "mixed"  or  "mixture"  for  mix- 
tures, and  name  and  address.  A  lot  of  seed  sampled  at  the  wholesale  level  and  in 
violation  of  the  law  was  classified  as  a  technical  violation,  if  relabeled.

The  4042  germination  tests  include  250  fluorescence  tests  made  on  ryegrass 
samples.  The  Seed  Laboratory  also  made  1467  additional  tests:  interstate  noxious 
weed  examinations,  embryo  excision,  moisture  tests,  test  weights  and  tests  to 
determine  if  seed  was  treated.  Thus  making  a  total  of  8285  various  tests  made  in 
the  laboratory. 

The  facilities  of  the  Seed  Laboratory  are  available  to  Pennsylvania  farmers, 
home  owners,  seedsmen  and  other  State  Departments,  who  submitted  1260  samples 
for  testing. 

General  Information  for  Seed  Vendors 

Carry-over  lots  of  seed  to  be  sold  must  be  retested  and  relabeled  within  a  nine 
month  period.  The  person  or  dealer  upon  whose  premises  seeds  are  located  is  held 
responsible  for  all  labeling  requirements.  AH  seed  must  be  properly  labeled  re- 
gardless of  the  size  of  the  lot  or  container. 

If  you  are  not  positive  that  your  labeling  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Seed  Act 
or  you  would  like  a  copy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
under  the  Act,  write  to  the  Seed  Laboratory,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania  17120.

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  official  samples  of  agricultural  seeds  (not 
including  mixtures)  were  analyzed  in  the  Seed  Laboratory.  This  table  lists  the  na- 
ture of  the  serious  violations.  Sixty-six  lots  of  seed  were  found  to  be  in  technical 
violation  of  the  law,  or  in  violation  at  the  wholesale  level;  these  have  been  relabeled 
or  destroyed.  These  violations  are  not  listed  in  this  table  but  are  recorded  in  Table 
IV.

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  home  grown  alfalfa  and  red  clover  samples 
received  by  the  Seed  Laboratory  has  increased  over  50% from  the  previous  year. 
This  report  will  show  that  the  number  of  timothy  samples  has  decreased  but  this 
is  because  of  the  change  of  dates  that  this  report  covers.  Another  category,  birds- 
foot  trefoil,  has  been  added  to  this  table. 

This  table  gives  some  indication  of  the  quality  of  seed  that  Pennsylvania  farm- 
ers are  growing.  Many  of  the  lots  of  seed  considered  illegal  in  this  table  have 
been  recleaned  and  made  legal  for  sale.  Although  a  lot  of  seed  may  be  legal  for 
sale,  it  could  still  be  unfit  for  planting;  for  example  a  lot  of  seed  could  contain 
a  large  quantity  of  weed  seeds  or  be  low  in  germination.

If  farmers  must  plant  home  grown  forage  seed,  they  must  learn  the  value  of 
weed  free  quality  seed.  It  is  not  necessary  for  farmers  to  plant  home  grown  seed 
with  high  numbers  of  weed  seeds  present.  It  pays  to  have  home  grown  seed  prop- 
erly cleaned  and  laboratory  tested.  Better  yet,  it  pays  to  plant  adapted  varieties 
of  certified  seed.
